And thus 
all the Arbitrary Machinations of use Funta were fo~ 
lemnly uther’d in with a long-winded Preamble in Fa- 
vour of Liberty, Thus Quacks hold out Poifon, whi'tt 
they proclaim the Bletlings of Health: And the Thea- 
trical Linerant cries out, O Raree Show, witha fiale 
Story in a Budget at his Back, as old as Adam and Eve, 
or the Deluge of the World. 

If the Theory of Pubiick Credit, as it is to be met 
with in Whig-Pampblets, were worth quoting; and if 
— and applying it were nor really perverting the 
Defign of their Writers, it might readily ferve ta ex- 
pofe their Practice and Condutt, in all its Parts: For 
their Words and Actions are, ii this Cafe as in many 
more, the exact Reverfe of each other. No Men more 
for Trade and Commerce than they; fo far as Specula- 
tion goes.

They make their Court to Publick Credit, juft 
as fome gay heedlefs Rake of the Town addrefles to a 
truly Virtuous and Honourable Miftrefs: Their Vows, 
Complements, Letters, Proteftations, and other fine 
Things, are deliver'd in the moft pailionate Style, full 
of Rapture; and with all the Sincerity, that untry‘d 
Words and Oaths are capable of: But the moment 
Friends meet, a Lawyer is fent for, a Settlement drawn, 
and the indifloluble Knot ready to be Ty’d, their Ar- 
dor abates, they cool, and grow bafely Confilerate: A 
thoufind Evafions are ftarted to prevent further En- 
gaging, and fo foon as the Bufinefs can be broke off, 
they are perhaps the firft to Defame an Innocent Lady, 
to call in queftion her Vi:tues, and undervalue her 
Fortune. 

That this is no unjuft Charge brought againft them, 
will perhaps but too plainly appear, if we only wave 
the many Ffome impertinent Harangues which have 
ferv’d them in the fteai of ufeful and feafonable Amufe- 
ments, whenever Publick Credit came to be talk'd of ; 
and put them to a much ftricter Teft, by examining 
their Conduct and Behaviour, abftracted from their 
Words and Profeflions, with refpect to this Article. 
Which, upon a full Survey of feveral notorious Facts 
and Occurrences, that happen’d during the Run of the 
Laft Four Years, will appear to be fugh, that certainly 
they will never more have the Affurance to upbraid us 
with their Zeal for Publick Credit ; or if they do, we 
fill never more have any reafon to give oug felves the 
Trouble of Anfwering them. 

The Moment Her M ye/?y's Royal Intentions to alter 
Her Minijiry begin to be made publick, they ftak'd 
the Credit of the Nation againit Hx undoubted Prero- 
gative, and endeavour'd to fet the Creditors of the Go- 
vernment at Variance withthe Crown; on purpofe to 
diftrefs Her Meyejty, and fubjec&t Hr known Rights to 
the Articrary Will and Pleafure of a domincering In 
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Prous Junta, Had the Love of their Country carry’d 
Neight with them, they would have united in their 
Jurions to fupport (redir, in a Juncture, which they 
ught Dangerous, and agamft any Shocks it might

made a Prifoner anda Slave, and the War perpetuated 
upon us ; or at leaft made Coevous to our Ruin: For 
without putting an End to thar intolerable Burden, it 
was as impoffible for us to efcape Deftruction, as it is 
for a Gentleman of Fifteen hundred Pounds a %er, who 
runs One thoufand Pounds in Debt every QOaarter, to 
avoid Beggaring Himfelf and ais Pofterity, when he 
has no other Advantage from what he Spends, than 
only making the Fortunes of his Steward, Bailiff, Butler, 
and other Menial Servant’. 

So foon as the firft Dawnings of a Peace began to 
open, the Fttion agreed, Qne and Al, to Oppofe it. 
The then Lord May-r of the Ciy of London publickly 
declared, That whatever the Terms and Coiditions 
were, fice they were made by a Tory Minijiry, their 
Parry was Ruin’d, and therefore Right or Wrong muft 
join to Cry down the Peace, and Condemn it. His 
Meaning no doubt was, that the Peace would put an 
End to that exorbirant Gain, by which Himfelf and his 
Friends had raifed vaft Eftares upon the Publick; and 
that another Confequence of the Peace would be, the 

Yisbanding of the Army, by which the Fiction was fup- 
ported. Thefe Councels had been fully Concerted with 
the Difcarded Miniffers; and accordingly they went to 
work upon their Defign, with Lyes and Calumnics, 
Noife and Clamour, and all the Engins of open Vio- 
lence and fecret Artifice. Ten thoufeid Filfe Accounts 
were piven of the Peace, long before it was divulg’d: 
The Aéini?ry were Libell’d and Abus’d at home; Mif- 
reprefented and Vilify'd abroad : Our Allies were fe- 
verally tamper'd with, not to come in: The Govern- 
ment was teaz’d with Petitions and Menmrials: The 
Troops in Brit/ Pa folicited to Defert the Service ; 
arid according asany of their thwarting Meafures were 
found likely to fucceed, the Stocks fell, and Publick 
Gedit was in danger. So little Regard was had to this 
common Concern, that when a Fund wes found'to pay 
offan immenfe growing Debr, by crecting a Company, 
not Interfering with any other before eftablif’d; nor 
productive of any of thofe Difputes, which the Old 
and New Eaj?-India Company, the Africans and Mnter- 
ipers were perpetually plagued with, they ftuck not 
to decry the Defign; and for a long time laid load up- 
on it, with all the Oppofition that was in their 
Power. 

Tho’ they made a defperate Stand, and fought it out 
Inch by Inch, yet when all Endeavours to of ftruct the 
Peace were happily Conquerd and got over, their next 
Attack upon Gredit was in the Cafe of the Bill of Com- 
merce; againft which they bent all their Force, and 
every Step they took in it had an Influence upon the 
Stocks, to the Difadvantage of the Proprietors. D}--n, 
a Flechyell-Hall Fa@or, and other Agents, are fent 
down with Petitions ready drawn, to raife a Ferment in 
all the Cloathing Counties, infinuating as if the whole 
C.aple Manufacture of Englaxd were to be immediately 
deltver'd up to the French. In the mean time, the mott 
notorious Lyes and Falfhoods are difperfed up and 
down the Kingdom, in poifonous Libels and Pamphlets. 
‘The very Perfon, who moved to make the Laws more 
effe@ual againft the Exportation of Wooll, is charged 
with bringing in a Bil, to give leave for the Exporia- 
tion of it to France; andin all this Management they 
had‘a double View, at once to flar the Peace, and make 
way for their Friends in the enfuing Elections ; where the

Many oppos’d this ; but were made eafy 
by a Propofal to get confiderably by it at the fame time, 
In order thereto, a Book, with an extraordinary Title 
is prepar'd, and brought to Light by the vaft Number 
of the Subjcriptions. The News-Writers, both at home 
and abroad, are Inftructed to fill their Papers with 
frightful Paragraphs. The Pretender is fuid to be on 
our Coafts: A Lif of his Forces is formally drawn up 
and fent to Al ’s in the City: The Denne is te 
ported to be Dead, or dangeroufly ill; the People are 
Scar’d and Terrify’d; and the Stocks fall, according as 
was Projected. But the Defign being laid too dee 
and the Panick {preading too far, as is ufual in Cate 
of this Nature, the firft Contrivers find the worft Ef. 
fects of it. The Bank has a Run made upon it; and 
when the People, who were difpatch'd into the City to 
cry Fire, had offer’d all their Stock and thar of their 
Friends to Sale, the Prime Managers had no other way 
left, but_openly to chime in with the Humour, and 
fell for Company, advifing all their Friends to do the 
fame ; whofe Stock themfelves bought up under-hand, 
whereby they were made whole again: As they, who 
fet their Neighbours Houfes on Fire, are commonly the 
firft to begin Plundering at the fame time. Self-Zntere/ 
at laft prevail'd ; when they faw all was at Stake, they 
began to cool, and enquire better into their Fears; 
which were found to be all Sham and, Gontrivance. 
The Lord Tr r fupplies the Bank : Others would 
not prefs them, tho’ they ow'd them no Favour: The 
Run ceafes ; Stocks rife ; and rhus, at the hazard of the 
Publick Credit, a few Incendiaries get vaft Eftates in 
three or four Days. But this anfwers not the firft De- 
fign : The Fright is over too foon: The Mob have not 
time to rife; nor the Disbanded Officers an Opportu- 
nity to Head them, and make ufe of che Arms provided 
by fome of their Leaders: The Original of which Pro- 
ject may be feen in the Conduét of Wildman and other 
Agzi:aors, in Whitlock and Ludlow’s Memoirs.
